In order to participate in the democratic primaries every elector will have had to qualify himself by 
paing his poll tax for the two years past due (1910 and 
1911) oa or before Saturday, 
March 9th. 
This tax must be 
paid in person or by letter transmission by the party owing it. 
The law forbids the Tax Collector 
front accepting 
poll tax payments from a second party. 
You must pay your own poll tax. 
It' you have not paid this ta 
for the two 
years past due, then you should send to the tax collector t wo dollars for 1910 and 1911. 
If you 
have paid 1910 and 
not 1911 then you are due one dollar, for 1911. 
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
